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Woman killed by car while out for run on country road

Calls have been made to improve 
safety on a country road in 
Worcester Park after a woman 
was killed by a car while out jog¬ 
ging this week. 

The pedestrian, 39, reportedly 
from the Worcester Park area, was 
hit by a black Nissan Primastar 
van in Old Malden Lane, just after 
11am on Saturday. 

She was airlifted to St George’s 
Hospital in Tooting with head in¬ 
juries, but died the following day. 

A 34-year-old man from 
Surbiton was arrested on suspi¬ 
cion of causing death by 
dangerous driving and also 


dangerous driving. 

Alfred Kovaci, 38, who works at 
the River Club in Old Malden 
Lane, said he was driving a few 
cars behind the van when the 
crash happened. 

Mr Kovaci said: “I was the one 
who called the police and they 
turned up and the ambulance and 
the air ambulance turned up as 
well. 

“I was speaking to the driver and 
he wasn’t talking. He was 
shocked. The officers came and 
handcuffed him. It was shocking 
for all of us.” 

Mr Kovaci and other drivers 
went to help the injured woman, 
but they did not want to move her. 

As she was taken to the air am¬ 
bulance, he spoke to one of the 
paramedics. 

He said: “I said ‘What are 


the chances?’ 

“She said she had got a very bad 
head injury. I was thinking ‘Fin¬ 
gers crossed she’s going to 
survive’. 

“I received the bad news yester¬ 
day. It’s very, very sad.” 

Mr Kovaci said he had heard 
from the club that the woman had 
died and was a mother. 

He said another driver told him 
that the woman in exercise kit had 
been running along the side of the 
road. 

He added: “It’s not a proper 
walking path, it’s a countryside 
road. It’s very dangerous there.” 

He said something must be done 
to prevent speeding and a pedes¬ 
trian pathway needs to be built so 
that people can walk safely. 

He said: “What happened that 
day is unbelievable.” 


Floral tributes have been left at 
the spot where the crash took 
place. 

A builder from Kent and Sussex 
Ltd, who was working close by, 
asked not to be named, but said: 
“We’ve been working along this 
road and there is definitely a 
speed issue here. 

“We’re building the boundary 
wall close to the road and it’s 
frightening the speed the cars 
come down.” 

A resident who lives in the road 
said: “She didn’t go out for a jog 
not to come home again.” 

The man arrested has been re¬ 
leased on bail until January 8 as 
the investigation continues.

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Applause for new plans 
to revive former cinema

Plans by CNM Estates to ren¬ 
ovate the former Gala Bingo 
hall have been unanimously 
approved by councillors. 

The vote followed months of 
negotiations between devel¬ 
opers, Kingston Council and 
groups including English 
Heritage. 

Once refurbished, the icon¬ 
ic Richmond Road building, 
originally the Regal Cinema, 
will boast new penthouse 
flats, offices, a cinema, 
restaurant and a dance 
studio. 

The parties will now work 
on the fine details of the 
design. 

CNM Estates chairman 
Wahid Samady said after the 
vote at a development control 
committee meeting last week: 
“We now look forward to the 
next step of delivering it. 

“Naturally with buildings 
of this complexity there has 
to be detailed design. 

“[We will] continue to 
consult with English Her¬ 
itage and various other bod¬ 
ies, whose input has been 
valuable.” 

But theatre consultant 
Roger Fox raised concerns 
about the viability of the

proposed restaurant and 
other plans. 

He said: “There is a fair 
chance that they will be 
white elephants.” 

And Peter Wild, of the Cine¬ 
ma Theatres Association, 
said: “It is entirely possible to 
restore and use this cinema 
as a single space.” 

But councillors were glad 
something was finally being 
done. 

The building, then occupied 
by Gala Bingo, closed in 2010, 
and was bought later that 
year by nightclub owner 


Franco Lumba for £1.975m. 

The controversial business¬ 
man, who owns the now- 
closed Essence nightclub on 
Kingston riverside, had want¬ 
ed to open a new 2,000 capaci¬ 
ty superclub to rival nearby 
Oceana, now Pryzm. 

The proposals were met 
with vehement opposition 
from residents, and were fi¬ 
nally headed off when CNM 
bought the building last year. 

Mr Lumba was later fined 
£45,000 for ripping up the 
floor of the listed building. 

Councillor Vicki Harris 


said this week: “Nothing has 
been done with it for far too 
long. It is very important to 
me as I’ve been in Kingston 
all my life, and it has fond 
memories for me.” 

Coun Hugh Scantlebury 
said: “It’s a carbuncle at the 
moment. It was vandalised by 
the previous owner. 

“I think it’s time that the 
building was brought back 
into some viability.” 

Coun Bill Brisbane said: 
“It’s clear that over time the 
applicant has done a lot to 
meet objectors.” 


Selfie on abandoned phone 
landed jewel thief in prison 


A serial burglar and thief has been 
jailed after he left behind a mobile 
phone - complete with selfie - at a 
Kingston jeweller’s. 

Germain Fofana, 27, of no fixed ad¬ 
dress, stole two engagement rings and a 
wedding ring, worth more than £18,000, 
from Ernest Jones in Clarence Street in 
May. 

Police tracked him down thanks to the 
picture on his abandoned phone, and he 
was eventually charged with 13 burglary 
and theft offences logged across the 
capital. 

His spree had netted him more than 
£120,000-worth of jewellery. 

Detective Constable Adrian 
Whitewick, from the flying squad, said: 
“Fofana targeted a number of stores and 
posed convincingly as a customer. 

“His actions have caused distress to a 
significant number of store employees 
and resulted in considerable financial 
loss and inconvenience for businesses. 

“He will have time to reflect on this as 
he serves his sentence.” 

Fofana, a New York native, was jailed 
for a total of five-and-a-half years at 
Woolwich Crown Court on Friday, after 
he asked for 32 other offences to be taken 
into consideration. 

His lawyer, Oliver Weetch, told the 
court: “The offending is a result of a 
heavy gambling addiction and a prob¬ 
lem with alcohol. Like most gamblers, 
he’s lost all his money.” 

In the May 18 raid on Ernest Jones, Fo¬ 
fana posed as a customer and asked to 
see the rings, but ran out of the shop 
when they were handed over. 

Detective Sergeant Damion Cum¬ 
mings, from Kingston CID, said at the 
time: “In his hurry to run out of the

shop, the suspect left his mobile phone 
on the table alongside his bag. 

“While police were on scene, the phone 
lit up having received a text message 
and a picture of the suspect was saved as 
the background. 

“It was then the shop assistant who 
served him was able to identify the per¬ 
son in the picture.”

Seven people were arrested 
in morning raids by police 
launching a new, six-month 
campaign to disrupt drug 
dealers. 

Operation Odin saw 50 offi¬ 
cers raid 10 homes across the 
borough on Tuesday, Novem¬ 
ber 4, including in New 
Malden, Tolworth and on the 
Cambridge Road estate. 

Detective Chief Inspector 
Claire Moxon, head of 
Kingston CID, said Kingston 
was a big market for dealers 
from outside the borough. 

She said: “From today 
we’ve got a drug strategy to 
run for the next three to six 
months. We will use whatev¬ 
er methods we need to to try 
to limit damage caused by 
drugs. 

“Because we’ve got a big 
night-time economy we can 
have several thousand people 
in the town centre at any one 
time. 

It automatically attracts 
people to come into the 


borough to supply drugs of 
all different varieties.” 

Drug dealing is the main 
driver behind much antiso¬ 
cial behaviour, violence 
and criminal damage, 
she said. 

Arrests will be used to gath¬ 
er intelligence for use further 
down the line. 

Tip-offs from the public 


are still key, D Chief Insp 
Moxon said. 

She added: “Crimestoppers 
is really important for us. We 
get a lot of reporting online 
and by phone. It can be the 
icing on the cake that we 
need.”

An investigation into alleged fail¬ 
ings by police and social workers 
before the murder of a woman at 
the hands of her partner will fi¬ 
nally be published - more than 
three years after her death. 

Charito Cruz, 37, was killed by 
Asad Niazi in September 2011, 
after he beat her repeatedly over 
the head with a hammer in front 
of their infant daughter at their 
home in Cambridge Road, 
Kingston. 

A domestic homicide review 
(DHR) was commissioned to find 
out if warning signs were 
missed. 

Niazi is serving life behind 
bars, having been sentenced to a 
minimum of 12 years in prison in 
December 2012. 

Whistleblower Olivia Butler 
claimed in January last year that 
referrals from the NSPCC were 
deemed not serious enough to 
send social workers to visit the 
family. 

After Ms Cruz’s death, records 
were altered to “cover up the lack 
of action and proper response”, 
Ms Butler claimed. 

After then-council leader 
Derek Osbourne criticised Ms

Butler, saying she should have 
come forward earlier, Ms Butler 
hit back at what she called an 
attempt to “cast doubt on my 
credibility”. 

A Kingston Council spokesman 
said the report would be pub¬ 
lished on Friday, November 14. 

Author Davina James-Hanman 
told the Kingston Guardian 
last year her report would be 
“fearless”. 

The Against Violence and 
Abuse director, who has held 
that role for 17 years, said: 
“I owe Kingston Council nothing, 



but I owe women who are victims 
of violence everything. 

“This is the last chance to help 
that poor woman, and I feel that 
very keenly.”

For parents of teenagers planning on going to 
university, a major consideration is how to fund their 
studies and accommodation: ensuring a reasonable 
standard of living whilst not racking up huge credit 
card debts needs thought and discussion. 

Tuition fees are £9,000 a year at most universities and 
students can apply for a loan from the Student Loans 
Company, which is paid back over their working life after 
they earn a certain amount.

David Dickinson, Director of Student Experience 
at the University of Roehampton, said: “The financial 
implications of studying at any university do need 
thinking about, but it’s really important for parents and 
teenagers to think about the life long benefits of having a 
really highly respected qualification. 

“Students at Roehampton know they will get first rate 
teaching, plenty of time with their lecturers, as well as one 
of the best university experiences in the country, and will 
graduate ready to start work with the skills employers 
look for. That is money very well spent on a quality 
education.” 

As well as grants and loans, part time work can 
create spending money, and many universities have jobs 


available for students. The University of Roehampton 
runs a popular recruitment agency called Unitemps 
which matches students with work in the area around 
the campus. 

As long as the hours worked still allow ample study 
time, and do not stop your child attending lessons, this 
can be a useful way to build employment experience and 
raise extra money to help with bills or one off costs.

A young man has spoken out after 
he was brutally assaulted in a ho¬ 
mophobic attack on Halloween by 
two men wearing pink tutus. 

Robbie Kingsford, 21, from 
Leatherhead, was attacked by two 
men in Surbiton as he walked 
with a friend, and was left with a 
bloodied and swollen face. 

The men, thought to have been 
dressed in pink fairy costumes, 
are said to have run away when 
passersby intervened. 

A second victim, 18, sustained 
facial injuries in the attack in the 
early hours of Saturday, 
November 1. 

The attack has made national 
headlines and retail worker Mr 
Kingsford said this week he had 
been overwhelmed by the 
generosity of commenters online 
and in his home town. 

He added: “To have so many 
showing an interest and caring, 
it’s been a bit hard to process. 

“I have had people come for¬ 
ward offering me support and 
messaging me saying they admire 
my strength.” 

Mr Kingsford, who said he was 
bullied when he was younger, also 
gave encouragement to other gay 



young people who may have suf¬ 
fered abuse. 

He said: “If you keep your chin 
up, and keep going on and stay 
strong, there’s always hope that 
they will stop and realise 
that what’s been done is 
wrong. 

“I have had all the 
insults and all the 
comments. 

“Violence is 
never an option. 

Talk to your 
teachers or a 
parent and you 
will get 

results.” 

Police said 
this week the 
pair were as¬ 
saulted after 

passing a group of 
two men and three 
women outside Sur¬ 
biton YMCA, one of 
whom shouted homopho¬ 
bic abuse. 

They carried on walking, but 
were set upon as they reached the 
pedestrian crossing by Kentucky 
Fried Chicken, in Brighton Road. 

Mr Kingsford’s father, Brian, 51, 
a caretaker for Kingston Council, 
praised police for their 
investigation. 

He said: “I think their response 
was amazing; the general 


community as well for coming 
together and supporting us. It’s a 
big thank you to everyone. 

“Emotions have run high 
throughout the whole family, 
especially Robert, because so 
many people have 
come forward with 
well-wishing.” 

In the wake of 
the attack Mr 
Kingsford set up 
a Facebook 
page, Red 
Alert, for 
members of 
the communi¬ 
ty to share in¬ 
formation and 
appeals for 
help. It gained 
hundreds of 
members within a 
few days. 

Mr Kingsford 
added: “It [the commu¬ 
nity response] has in¬ 
spired us as well - it’s inspired 
something good out of the bad. 
We’ve now got this page 
running.”

Kingston Carnival organis¬ 
ers have been told the show 
can go on - as long as they 
submit plans seven months 
in advance. 

The outdoor street festival, 
which was cancelled in its 
15th year, was debated at full 
council on Tuesday night 
after a petition calling on it to 
be reinstated gathered more 
than 700 signatures. 

Councillors voted through a 
Conservative motion calling 
on organisers of the carnival 
to submit an event pro¬ 
gramme to the Security Advi¬ 
sory Group by the end of 
February 2015 to be able to 
bring carnival back next 
year. 

The motion also called on 
the policy and finance com¬ 
mittee to monitor the ap¬ 
proval process. 

But Kingston Carnival or¬ 
ganiser John Azah, from 
Kingston Race and Equalities 
Council (KREC), said: “It is 
totally impossible to book 
somebody [an act] in Febru¬ 
ary for September. 

“We can give a timeline of 
what we intend to do, but it

would be totally impossible 
to expect us to announce an 
act. If we did that and some¬ 
thing went wrong we would 
incur extra costs.” 

He added he had been 
pleased with the overall out¬ 
come of the debate and said a 
programme was already 
part of the organisational 
process. 

Kingston Carnival was can¬ 
celled weeks before it was 
due to take place after police 
and council officers ex¬ 
pressed safety concerns 


following the announcement 
of a headline act. 

Banquet Records co-owner 
Jon Tolley, who had booked 
headline act Neville Staple to 
play the carnival, presented 
the petition at the Guildhall 
meeting. 

He questioned whether the 
event had been cancelled be¬ 
cause of the new Conserva¬ 
tive administration and 
asked where figures for the 
number of revellers expected 
to turn up had come from. 

He said: “What I want to 


know is how that number of 
5,000 was reached when we 
thought it was 1,200 - similar 
to the year before. If some¬ 
body does know how to multi¬ 
ply figures by four - I have 
got a job for you whenever 
you want it.” 

Liberal Democrat Council¬ 
lor Malcolm Self said: “If the 
Liberal Democrats had run 
the council then I am abso¬ 
lutely sure that it would have 
taken place.” 

But Kingston Council lead¬ 
er Kevin Davis said: “This

administration is not against 
the carnival.

Ham’s house of secrets

Nestled away in a quiet street 
in Ham, hoardings surround 
the entrance to a disused site. 

The site is far from what you 
would expect to see on the 
Richmond and Kingston bor¬ 
der, and is that of the former 
Latchmere House prison, due 
to be redeveloped. 

As twilight began to set in on 
Halloween, the Kingston 
Guardian was given a private 
tour of the mystery that lies 
behind the hoardings. 

Latchmere House, off 
Church Road, was originally 
built in the Victorian era as a 
private home and was later 
owned by the Ministry of 
Defence. 

The site had many uses until 
after World War II; during 
World War I it was used as a 
hospital for treating officers 
suffering from shell shock, 
and in World War II it was 
used as a detention and inter¬ 
rogation centre. 

In 1948, Latchmere House 
was transferred to Her 
Majesty’s Prison Service and 
used as a detention centre and 
prison, with its main function 
as a young offenders’ institu¬ 
tion, remand centre and a de¬ 
portee prison, before 
becoming a category D men’s 
resettlement prison in 1992. 

The site closed in September 
2011, as part of a wider-rang¬ 
ing cost-saving plan by the 


Ministry of Justice. 

In 2013, the Latchmere site 
was sold to Berkeley Homes, 
which has submitted plans to 
both Kingston and Richmond 
Councils to develop the land 
into housing with community 
facilities. 

Berkeley Homes has two 
ideas for the site - 60 family 
houses or 55 family houses 
and 29 new apartments along¬ 
side seven apartments within 
the restored Latchmere 
House. 

Beginning our tour through 
a side door, we were greeted 
by darkness and a chill in the 
air as we saw outlines of 
grand fireplaces in the main 
Latchmere building. 

Using a torch, Percy Mul- 
lany, senior land manager at 
Berkeley Homes, explained 
where partitions will be put 
up to create individual apart¬ 
ments in the grand building. 

As we continued to walk 
through the darkness, we 
ascended an old, creaky stair¬ 
case and passed abandoned 
furniture. 

The air smelt musty and as 
we continued to walk around 
the second floor of the build¬ 
ing, we passed more furniture 
including a desk with open 
drawers and a safe. 

Mr Mullany said: “It was 
used as the office and adminis¬ 
tration building and is where 


the governor’s office was. It 
was not used as part of the 
prison up until very recently.” 

Walking towards the area of 
the site within the Kingston 
borough, tall metal gates 
stood before us - typical im¬ 
agery of what one might ex¬ 
pect to find on the site of a 
former prison. 

Stepping over tall weeds, 
cracked paving and steering 
clear of some dead pigeons, 
we were taken to cell block B. 

We explored the cell block 
and opened the heavy metal 
gates used to secure the block 
and keep former prisoners in 
their cell wings. 

The cell block is exactly as 
expected - foreboding and 
moody. 

At its full capacity, Latch¬ 
mere House was able to house 
up to 210 prisoners. 

If both councils agree to the 
proposals, the cell blocks will 
be demolished to make room 
for housing, but the exterior of 
Latchmere House block on 
Richmond’s land will remain. 

Mr Mullany said: “Latch¬ 
mere House is in a bit of a 
sorry state and needs a bit of 
structural work, so it could 
take 18 months to two years.” 

Berkeley Homes hopes its 
proposals will be passed by 
both councils and hopes to 
start building work in spring 
2015.

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IN COURT: Jamil Palmer trial continues 


Knife ‘similar to 
set at pal’s home’

A knife found close to where teenager 
Jamil Palmer lay dying was “similar, if 
not the same” as a set of knives belong¬ 
ing to a friend who he had visited that 
day, a court has heard. 

Five teenagers are standing trial at the 
Old Bailey accused of murdering Mr 
Palmer, a former Richmond College and 
Kingston College student, who died after 
being stabbed in Crane Park, Whitton, 
on May 6. 

The jury heard on Monday how Mr 
Palmer had visited a friend, Georgia Mc- 
Connachie, at her home in the Butts 
Farm estate shortly before he was 
stabbed. 

Mr Palmer, 18, of Belgrade Road, 
Hampton, arrived at Miss Mc- 
Connachie’s flat with another friend at 
about 3pm, the court heard. 

The two men went into the kitchen to 
smoke while Miss McConnachie, 18, re¬ 
mained in the living room with her two- 
year-old brother. 

Defence barrister Michael Turner QC 
showed Miss McConnachie a photo of a 
knife recovered from the murder scene, 
which she acknowledged looked similar 
to those in her kitchen. 

He said: “That knife is very similar, if 
not the same, as the set that lived in your 
kitchen. 

“If it is not a knife from the kitchen, 


it is a coincidence.” 

Giving evidence at the trial, Miss Mc¬ 
Connachie said she was unaware of a 
knife missing from her kitchen, but ad¬ 
mitted she did not see the pair leave the 
room. 

Another witness, Tara Thornley, who 
stayed with Mr Palmer before 
paramedics arrived, also gave evidence. 

Mrs Thornley had picked up her nine- 
year-old son at 3.15pm, before walking 
home through the park and seeing a 
youth calling for help. 

She said: “I told my little boy to stay on 
the path and I ran through the bushes to 
him. 

“He was on his knees with Jamil, who 
was lying on his back with his arms 
stretched out - his eyes were open and he 
was looking up at the sky. 

“I could see blood.” 

Mrs Thornley told the court the boy 
who had called for help said he was 
going for help, but never returned. 

She said: “I asked him if he would 
come back because I didn’t want to be in 
this situation on my own, but he ran off 
and never came back.” 

The court heard Mrs Thornley stayed 
with the former Richmond College and 
Kingston College student until the emer¬ 
gency services arrived, before returning 
later to speak to an officer. 

Kishon Zelaya, 18, from Reading, and 
four other defendants, aged 15,16,16 and 
17 years old, who cannot be named for 
legal reasons, all deny murder. 

The trial continues.

t is now or never for George 
Jones.

| palace. 

The book said Croydon has 
I its fair share of unexplained 
events. At the 12th century 
Croydon Palace, incorporat¬ 
ed into the Old Palace School 
for Girls in Old Palace Road, 
disturbing ghostly occur¬ 
rences have been recorded. It 
is said to be haunted by 
sounds of screaming infants 
after dark and for years an 
apparition of a woman in 
Elizabethan dress was spot¬ 
ted by people at the head of 


an old staircase since gone, 
according to Holland. 

Ghost hunter Stephen 
Morgans took up the hobby 
two years ago after the death 
of his father when he started 
experiencing unusual occur¬ 
rences at his home in 
Mitcham. He takes readings 
of electromagnetic energy 
and voice recordings in loca¬ 
tions across south-west Lon¬ 
don to detect unusual 
activity. Most recently he 
said a Georgian house in 
Church Road, Mitcham was 
arousing suspicion. 

Morgans says: “We had 
doors opening and closing, 
the detectors going off and I 
had something touch me on 
the shoulder. 

“I thought it was my 
nephew, but it wasn’t.” 

He is not the only one to 
experience the supernatural. 

You might be able to spot 
some of the ghostly goings 
on yourself on a Hampton 
Court Palace ghost tour. 

Visit the spot where two 
bodies were discovered in 
shallow graves in the 1870s, 
hear the tale of the Tudor 
royal nurse whose spirit is 
said to stalk her former 
apartments, and decide for 
yourself the origin of the 
mysterious figure caught on 
CCTV in the palace in the 
dead of night.

High walls, spiky railings and 
prickly bushes can help deter 
burglars says Halifax Home 
Insurance.

Debt gives fuel for thought 


According to new research 
published today, one in 10 Brits 
are in arrears with their gas or 
electricity bills, owing suppliers 
on average, £239. 

The survey found many people 
who are struggling to pay their 
energy bills haven't contacted 
their supplier to discuss their 
situation or are ignoring the 
debt in the hope it will sort itself 
out overtime.

Survey shock 

New research has found that some 
insurers use non-manufacturer 
parts or even reconditioned parts 
when repairing customers' vehicles. 

In a study by Gocompare.com of 
238 comprehensive car insurance 
policies, the comparison site found 
just 15 per cent guarantee only 
original equipment manufacturer 
(OEM) parts will be used to repair a 
policyholder's vehicle following an 
accident. 

The vast majority (75 per cent) of 
policies do not provide a guarantee 
that genuine parts will be used 
though. 

Using non-OEM parts isn't the 
only way insurers are trying to trim 
repair costs. Gocompare.com's 
research also found that nearly a 
quarter (23 per cent) use 
reconditioned or recycled parts, 
which are typically salvaged from 
other vehicles.

Supermarket petrol prices may 
have fallen this week but drivers 
feel they are being ripped off by 
motorway services fuel tariffs, 
according to a new RAC survey. 

Research from the motoring 
organisation showed petrol and 
diesel prices at motorway service 
stations can be as much as lOp 
higher than those elsewhere. 

Of 1,463 motorists polled, 74 per 
cent reckoned motorway prices 
were "very expensive" with 26 per 
cent refusing to buy fuel at 
motorway stops. 

As many as 63 per cent said 
prices should be capped so fuel 
was no more expensive on 
motorways than at non-motorway 
forecourts. 

More than a quarter (27 per 
cent) would be happy with fuel 
being capped at just a few pence 
over the non-motorway price, and 
only 10 percent believed nothing 
needed to be done. 

Also, 44 per cent said they only 
bought fuel at motorway services 
when they had no other choice. 
Almost 20 per cent admitted to 



putting in "just enough fuel to get 
by" at motorway services and 
finding a cheaper alternative later. 

In addition, 76 per cent said 
service stations should display the 
price of their fuel before drivers 
pulled off the motorway so they 
knew what they would have to fork 
out. RAC fuel spokesman Simon 
Williams said: "It's no wonder 
motorists feel held to ransom with 
prices on the motorways inflated 
to such an extent. We can see no 
reason why motorway fuel should 
be so much more expensive."
